For several years “Leonard Crnn- 
elle’s Children’’ have been a feature 
of Western exhibitions, and are be­ 
coming know'n in the East—soft, shy 
faces of babies, nude figures of boys 
notable for the truthful beauty of 
their modeling. 
A chubby skater, a 
farnv youngster in the lanky big- 
kneed age, lugging a large hen, are 
as real as the inhabitants of Riley’s 
verse 
or 
William 
.Allen 
W hite’s 
“Boyville.” 
For Mr. Crunelle does 
not belong in the class of the nine- 
days-wonders, with postman 
poets, 
cowboy composers, aud 
the 
like. 
Critics do not patronizingly say of 
his w'ork, “This reflects great credit 
upon a young man of so limited op­ 
portunities.’’ 
But 
they 
genuinely 
admire it, exclaim over it, and com­ 
pare it seriously witn the children 
modeled by those “little masters” of 
the 
Italian 
Renaissance,

Della Robia, and the rest; and then 
they clinch matters by ordering por­ 
trait busts of their own babies.
